LEGISLATIVE INCIDENTS, 


In our yesterdlay’s report we neglect- 
cd to state that on motion of Mr. 
Houston the rules were suspended and 
the bill to “promote immigration and 
facilitate the settlement of public 
lands,” was taken up and ordered to be 
printed, 

No bill of special impertance was be- 
fore the Senate yesterday, That body is 
rapidly clearing its calendar, in order 
to leave but little untinished business 
over for the recess which commenccs on 
Thursday. An amusing little “spat” 
took place yesterday between Senators 
aes and Love, upon an insurance 
ball. 


Tue Louse yesterday was occupied 
principally in the discussion of the two 
Railroad bills as reporied in the House 
proceedings. Two of the leading spirits 
of the House, Messrs. Bennett, of An- 
son and McGehee, of Person, “locked 
horns” forthe first time in a stirring 
debate and it was decidedly interesting 
to outsiders. 


One of the most industrious Represe n- 
tatives of the General Assembly is Col.

the statute books of the State, and as 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
Col. Bennett has not failed daily to 
keep up with this strain uponhis duties.

(We have already published a com- 
munication from a friend of this pro- 
posed road, The subjoined communi- 
cation opposing it has been furnished 
us by a correspondent, to which we alse 
give place.—Ep. News | 

The First District wants a railroad 
it can have its wish, as far as we are 
concerned, It may have a dozen, and 
we do not care whether they be built by 
New Yorkers or Norfolk men. 

But we do protest against the First 
District building « railroad in the Cape 
Fear District. The Cape Fear people 
can take care of their own railroad mat-. 
ters, If, however, the x irst District will 
let the Cape Fear people have a voice 
in locating the line of the First District 
railroad when it comes in our section, 
then we will withdraw our protest, and 
may assist them materially in building 
their road. 

But we think we have cause to be 
‘indignant, that denying us this poor 
privilege, these First District railroad 
men should insist on building a road 
for us exactly where all don’t want it. 
Wilmington has burdened herself with 
an cnormous debt to build up a certain 
system of railways. This system being 
near completion, has begun to make us 
prosperous. The Furst District pro- 
poses to rob us of all the advantages 
that would naturally accrue to us from 
the money we have expended in our 
railroads. We say coolly proposes to 
transfer these advantages to Norfolk — 
and to leave as with our heavy debt 
without deriving any benefit therefrom. 
More than this-—--the First Districts pro- 
poses to do this without giving us even 
the poor privilege ot a hearing before 
the Internal Improvement Comumitice. 
Verily the First District is neighborly 
to us North Carolininns—if it is friend- 
ly to outsiders. We will long remem- 
ber the kindness of the First District.

Ia our issue of the lith inst., 
published a full statement of the public 
debt of North Carolina, with some re- 
flections that had been to 
our consideration. | 

We promised to give, from time tu 
time, such thoughts and suggestions 

t might occur to us or that might be 
offered by others on the subject. With 
the view to aid as far as may be in our 
power, a compromise of the present in 
Jebtedness of the State, which is out o! 
all proportion to the taxable property 
within her borders, we give to day 
some farther suggestions for the consid- 
eration of the Legislature. 

We are not wedded to any particular 
plan, for in a matter of so much impor 
tance to the State and her tax-payers, 
we stand ready to approve va any 

ition that is fair to her creditors, 
nr and honorable to the State. 

We therefore, simply offer the follow- 
ing views as suggestions to be consid- 
ered rather than as propositions to be 
adopted—freely confessing that in a 
matter so complicated and so beset with 
difficulties, we should proceed cantious- 
ly and with extreme prudence : 

Delays are dangerous. By this we do 
not mean to intimate that the Federal 
Government may interfere and en/orce 

ion to American Credit ; or to 
insinuate that some wealthy King may 
influence Congress to invade snew the 
so-called rights of this portion of the 
late Military District No. 2—or even to 
recall the possibility of the President's 
requiring us to observe the provision of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
prohibiting the violation of contracts 
by the different States; but we mean 
that a failure to make a proposition 
now. may render a settlement difficult 
hereafter, and place it quite vut of the 
question in the near future. Whereas 
an early adjustment of the matter is of 
the utmost consequence to our prosperi- 
ty and development. The debt on 
paper is $36,000,000, and this vast sui 
stares every enquirer concerning North 
Carolina full in the face. Does a Capi- 
talist desire to invest in our mines! 
This debt stands a frightful sign-board 
to warn him off. Does an immigrant 
wish to locate in our State, noted for 
the salubrity of her climate, the fertility 
of her soil and the yastness of her un- 
developed wealth ? This debt looms up 
as so many reasous why he should pass 
on to a new home in some less embar- 
rassed community. Do tbrifty manu- 
facturers seek available sites for cotton 
factories in the midst of cotton plan- 
ters? With every other inducement in 
favor of Central North Carolina this 
incubus forbids their building among us. 
Lurge public indebtedness necessitates 
high taxes, and high taxes rob thc 
laborer, the artisan, the manufacturer 
and the capitalist of their coveted pro-

fits. We solicit immigration, and invite 


the desired immigrants to an apparent 
struggle for existence bencath oncrous 
public burdens! No wonder that out- 
siders give usa wide berth! In order 
to divest our State of this 
frightful appendage, which thus 
militates so effectually against our pro- 
gress, and prevents us from realizing 
aught through outside assistance, we 
ardently desire a specdy and final re- 
duction of our public obligations. Nor 
can we conccive of a single reason for 
postponing the settlement. The pro- 
position of compromise will have to be 
made, for the alternative is entire repu- 
diation and that is not to be thought of .— 
So some proposition must be made, and 
the sooner the better, and as it will be 
North Carolina’s ullimatum in the 
premises, unless Federal power shall in- 
tervene, it must and wili be accepted, 
slowly at first perhaps, but neverthe- 
less surely, for the meney-loving bond 
holder will assuredly preter something 
to nothing—a small bond yielding a 
certain return, to a valucless obligation 
for a Jarger amount. 


liowever, the facility with which any 
compromise can be carried into effect 
will depend on the market valne of the 
bonds. 

Should our hopes not prove delusive, 
and each succeeding year witness our 
progress in the work of restoration and 
recuperation, then will the faith of cap- 
italists in our growing abdity fo pay 
annually increase, and we may expect a 


_ corresponding appreciztion in the value 


of the bonds, Hence it is that a com- 
promise will, in all probability, be more 
willingly agreed to now than hereatter, 
when the value ef the bonds may be 
considerably enhanced. In arriving at 
a basis of compromise the «question 
presents itself: what is the greatest 
amount of interest that the State can pay 
—can pay promptly and beyond the possi. 
bility of failure? We conecive that 


__ our creditoas have a right to al! the in- 


terest we can pay, and we are satisfied 
that we can at present spare one-eighth 
of one per cent. on the value of our 
real and personal estate, to le applied 
that way. Hereafter we could spare a 
greater amount. 

Say, that up to 1875, we 

could pay

We do not hesitate to say that this is 
possible, and practicable, and that it 
may be douc without burdening the 
people with oppressive taxation. 

And as the ccrtainty of the prompé 
payment of interest would render the 
bonds more valuable than they would 
otherwise be to the holders, there should 
le incorporated into the contract some 
machinery for the assessment and levy- 
ing of a special tax, to pay the interest 
annnally, in such manner and form as 
to render any repeal thereof nugatory 
and void. 

Another question would be, what 
amount of principal should the State 
assume 
While we think that this, like the 
intercst, should be placed at the highest 
figures, yet it would be folly to volun- 
tarily undertake «anew obligations 
which will require hereafter second 
compromise of our indebtedness, But, 
on the other hand, it would be dishon- 
orable in us to place these figures below 
our best ability to pay. We must avoid 
Scylla as well as Charybdis, It is not to 
be forgotten that our creditors have 
bought our bonds on faith in our hon- 
esty—they have no power to sue for re- 
dress,—only to sue for justice! We 
think our debt if reduced to seven mil- 
lions would be within our control. The 
debt of the State before the war was 
rather more than that, but the debt was 
then evidently too large; bonds had 
been recklessly issued. 

Should the new principal be fixed at 
about $7,000,000, then the interest, de- 
termined as above, would be at the 
rates of 2, 3, 4,5, 6,°7,and 8 per cent. 
from the year 1900, as long as the 
bonds would continue to run, And 
they should run atS per cent. long 
enough to make the entire average of 
interest 6 per cent. 

In apportioning this new principal 
among our crediters, we may leave out 
issued to aid the N.C.R.R. 
Co., amounting to 3,500,000, inclusive 
of interest. 

We should likewise deduct from the 
debt all bonds issued under authority 
of the Cenvention of 1868, as that 
body had no constitutionaal authority 
to issue bonds binding the State; also, 
the Special Tax Bonds which were re~ 
pudiated by the Legislature of 1868-69 
—although issued under their own Acts. 
In tixing a seale of value for exchange 
to the remaining bonds, we should 
have regard to their actual market value 
and offer in new bonds a greater nomi-~ 
nal price than the outstanding bonds 
bring in cash in the market. For in- 
stance, if we should offer 50 cents on 
the dollar for old bonds—and for bonds 
issued under old acts prior to 1865— 
these classes would absorb of the new

We think a proposition based on the 
ideas and principles above specified 
might be fuir, proper and honorable, and 
would be apt to be accepted by the 
vondholders without much discontent. 
But whether the proposition should be 
received with a howl of indignant pro- 
tests or not, vet in the end it will as- 
suredly be agreed to by the holders of 
the bonds, It is our part to see that 
the terms are such as leaye no stain 
upon our hands | 


THE USURY LAW. 
There is a discussion going on in the 
Virginia papers on the subject of the 


usury law. 


The present maximum of interest in 
Virginia is 12 per cent. 

The Norfolk Virginian argues to show 
that this rate ought not to be reduced, 
and contends that in the present 
condition of the country, the old rate 
et interest will not answer the purposes 
of trade and commerce. 

The Virginian says: 

“Our entire financial system was 
swept away in the late war, and the 
aboiition of slavery at once reduced the 
basis on which loans could be negotia- 
ted and created a constant demand for 
ready money in the farmers’ hands to 
pay Wages, There pever was such de- 
mand for current funds in agriculture 
as now, and the greater the competition 
among the lenders the better for the 
farmer, the merchant, the artisan—the 
better for any and every class that has 
to borrow money. Now it is preposter- 


ous to think that arate of 
interest adjusted long ago ito 


suit—if il ever suited—a different state 
of facts will answer for the present con- 
dition of affairs. Itis simply absurd to 
expect money to be invested at six 
per cent.in loans to private persons 
when the government has ,gold-paying 
bonds, and Chicago offers 10 per cent. 
for money to rebuild her streets. 
cy inobedience to the laws of trade 
secks the best market within reach, and 
hence it is that thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars have flowed into Vir- 
ginia in the past few years.

Those who wish to borrow rarely find 
any funds to be lent at the legal rates in 
North Carolina, and therefore the bor- 
rowers are forced to go where they can 
find the money. Inthe end, they are 
compelled to apply to Virginia,and pay 
the high rate of interest charged in that 
State. 

The effect of the present law isin the 
first place, to compe! oar capitalists to 
invest their money in Virginia or some 


is higher than curs, and, in 
the second place, to foree our bor- 
rowers to go out of North Carolina 
where money can be had on any terms, 
as our low legal rates of interest make 
the supply of money to be lent too in- 
adequate for the demands of the com- 
munity. 

We think the law should be changed. 
While keeping the legal rate 6 per cent 
on all contracts where the terms are not 
expressed, the maximum should be 
fixed at least at 12 per cent. on special 
contracts. 

If this is not done, North Carclina 
will be constantly kept poor by the 
efflux of capital to other States. 


THE SWASEY SUIT. 

In an editorial yesterday, we referred 
to the «leeree in the suit of Swasey and 
others against the North Carolina Rail- 
road, and asked for an inguiry into the 
rumors that were current in the city, 
that the State had lost thirty thousand 
dollars by being compelled to pay all 
the costs and expenses of the suit. 

We stated, in the same article, that we 
were not sufficiently familiar with the 
facts to make any specific charges 
against any persons connected with the 
suit, but as there were various rumors 
rife in the community, we thought it 
due to the State that an investigation 
be instituted into the amount of costs 
paid and for what purposes. 

We have been promised a full and 
authentic statement of all the circum- 
stances attending the decree, by a gen- 
tleman who is familiar with the whole 
transaction. 

The amount of money actually paid 
out was two bundred and fifty-six 
thousand and five hundred dollars— not 
two hundred and sixty-five thousand 
and five hundred, as stated by us yes- 
terday. 


IMPORTANT FROM CONGRESS. 

Bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress to repeal the Tobacco tax, to 
refund the taxes collected on raw cot- 
ton, to repeal the tax on spirits made 
from fruit and to remove all political 
disabilities. 

All these bills are important to our 
people. 

Congress has adopted a resolution, 
requesting the President to give infor- 
mation concerning the condition of 
affairs in Louisiana, and what action he 
has taken in relation thereto. 


SALARY OF THE GOVERNOR 
AND TREASURER. 


The Senate has concurred in the 
Ilouse bill fixing the Gcvernor’s salary 
at $4,000, and amended that part of the 
bill giving the Treasurer $2,500, so as 
to give that officer $3,000. This was 
agreed to by the House, so that the 
matter is at last disposed of. 

We are glad the question is settled 
without a protracted debate. We be- 
lieve the people of the State will approve 
of this action of the Legislature.
